Applicants hereby resubmit a petition filed on March 1 8, 2002 under 37 Cf Tl. 1 . 1 8 1 or 37 

CFR 1.137. Apparently, the U.S. Patent Office does not have a record of having received the 

original even though the stamped postcard receipt was returned to applicant's attorney. The petition 

was filed along with a copy of a Notice of Incomplete Reply dated December 18, 2001, a copy of a 

Notice of Abandonment dated January 18, 2002, a newly executed Declaration, a Recordation Form 

Cover Sheet, and an Assignment. The documents included in the March 18, 2002 iiling are attached 
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hereto as Exhibit A. AppHcants received a stamped return receipt postcard verifying receipt of 
these documents by the Patent and Trademark Office. The stamped return postcard is attached 
herewith as Exhibit B. 

Applicants did not receive a response to the petition and filed a first Status Request on 
March 12, 2004. Again no response was received and Applicants filed a second Status Request on 
April 19, 2005, The status requests along with stamped retum postcards are attached herewith as 
Exhibit C. 

On June 23, 2006, Applicants' attorney, Paul Fields, contacted the PetitionK Office by 
telephone to determine the status of tlie Petition filed on March 18, 2002. Mr. Fields was told that 
the Patent and Tradraaark Office docket did not show receipt of the Petition and w;is advised to 
resubmit the Petition. 

PETITION UNDER 37 CFR § 1J81(A) 

As set forth in the original petition to withdraw the holding of abandonment sent March 1 8, 
2002, Applicants submit that both the Notice of Incomplete Reply sent December j 8, 2001 and the 
Notice of Abandonment sent January 18, 2002 were in error. 

The Notice of Incomplete Reply states that "the signature to the oath or declaration is/are by 
a person other than inventor or person qualified under 37 CFR 1 .42, 1 ,43 or 1 .47." However, the 
signatures on the timely filed declaration were by an inventor and a person qualified under 37 CFR 
1.42 which states that "in the case of the death of the inventor, the legal representative (executor, 
administrator, etc.) of the deceased inventor may make the necessary oath or declai'ation." The 
declaration was signed twice by Yoshiaki Murao, once as the second listed inventor, and once as the 
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legal representative for the first inventor, Masami Murao, his deceased father. If the declaration 
was in error because it did not state that Yoshiaki Murao was the legal representative of Masami 
Murao it should have been objected to by the Examiner and not considered an incomplete reply. 

The Notice of Abandonment mailed January 18, 2002 states that the application was 
"abandoned for failure to timely or properly reply to the Notice to File Missing Parts (Notice) 
mailed on 05/04/2001'' and that *^o reply was received." Applicants submit that this Notice of 
Abandonment was in error. The reply was received, as evidenced by the Notice of Incomplete 
Reply. Fiuther, it was a proper reply, as it included the required declaration or oath. Even if the 
declaration was considered defective, it still should have been held as a proper reply and the 
deficiencies should have been pointed out by the Examiner in the first Office Action as set forth in 
MPEP § 602.03. The MPEP sets forth guidelines for procedure in the case that a defective oath or 
declaration is filed. The MPEP does not state that a defective oath or declaration should be 
disregarded and not considered a response by the apphcant. 

For the foregoing reasons. Applicants petition the Patent Office to withdraw/ the holding of 
abandonment on the grounds that such holding is in error. A full and complete reply to the Notice 
to File Missing Parts was filed in a timely fashion. Since the abandonment is a Patent Office error, 
AppUcants do not believe that a petition fee is due under 37 CFR 1.17(h). However, if the 
Commissioner should decide otherwise, tiie petition fee may be charged to deposit accound No. 04- 
0100.

Applicants alternatively Petition to Revive the application. The abandonment of the 
application and the entire delay from the due date of the reply until the filing of the petition sent 
March 18, 2002 under 37 CFR 1 .137(b)(3) was unintentional.
